For two daya and two nigitle we heard 

the moriotonous music, which is the recog: 
nised accompaniment to Chinoso theatri- 
cals going on unceasingly, and yery tired 
wo got of it, Each evening at nino‘o'clack 
the river became covered with. boats of 
every size and description, and suddenly 
these all burst forth in & blaze of little 
scintillating lighta. Every boat—however 
small—ssemed to have at lesat one coloured 
paper Inntern, and the biggtr ones had 
long strings of them arranged in various 
waya, moro or {leas fantastic according to 
the amount of originality possessed by tha 
owner, From time to timo flaming flam- 
beaux wore fastened to the bows of some 
particularly well;decoruted boats, and thesa 
enbancod the brilliance of tha scena. In 
the distance, too, outside the walla of the 
city, various theatrical cypanics were 
giving porformances on brightly illuminated 
platforms, surrounded by crowds of natives 
in gala costumes. No doubt they would 
all have prosanted anything but a charming 
appearance closo at hand ; from afar, how- 
ever, they formed a picturesque background 
to an already very attractive spectacle, 
” Aftor a short pause, at a givon signal 
from the largest junk, numbers and num- 
bors of little lighta were lowered over the 
sidca of the boats and floated down towards 
the mouth of the river, Very soon thera 
was s long string of many‘hundrods of 
lights drifting onwards, and very protty 
they louked, These aro ‘just tiny lighted 
wicks floating in oil, and placed inside an 
oiled paper receptacle made in the shape 
of lotus leaf.

DECLINE OF JAPANESE TRADE 


WITH CHINA. 


Since Maroh last the free coinage-of silver 
has been suspended as a preliminary to the 
operation ofthe gold stundard, ond the 
value of silver yon has gradually risan. The 
reault has keen aconsiderable rive in tho rate 
of exchangs at Shanghai and that it hay 

brought about o decline -upon the 
China trade. This is what we pravioualy 
mentioned and has now been realized. 
Indeed, tho realization id. far greater 
than expectations, Tho export of cotton 
yarn in now found to he unprofitable and 
the Japanese yarn which has become able to 
compete with the Bolnbay yarn is about 
to be driven out of the Shanghai market 
altogether. Matches also are no longer 
found profitable to export and the Guild in 
Hioga have now decided to suspend oxport- 
ing them, from Septomber tat. ' Probably 
all the other articles of export would have 
met with thesamefate. And the apprecia. | 
tion of gold ond the depreciation: ver 
should further continua all possibilities of 
ra-commencing the export trade. with the 
Middlo Kingdom will he lost in the futuro, 
Tho worst sufferers by the collapse of China 
trade will bo the dealers in marine products, 
Tho loss and inconvenience they sustain at 
this moment arc niuch more greater than 
thoy did when Japan was at war with Chino 
in 1894 and 1896.—Chungei Shojyo.
